Cattmel, an easy hour's walk from 
Grange, possesses ome. of the most inter- 
esting and pictutisiyue edifices in this part 
Of Fngland—a priory chirch almost Boo 
vears old, founded ly that Earl of Pem- 
ime nnd Baron of Cartmel who was pro- 
tector for the boy king, Henry U1. 

The low, square tower, which is withott 
1 connterpart in the entire Kingdom, was 
erected same 200 years after the mam 
hody of the church, It sits diagonally 
atop the transepts; save, and choir, pre- 
senting a trily unique appearance (see 
Color Plate XTW). 

Inside, the lovely 1sth-century exst win- 
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dow, with only one, or perhaps two, rivals 
in all England, shares interest with the 
parish register, which an obliging verger 
shows With yreat pride. Here one reais 
that such and such a country gentloman 
was married on such and such a day, but 
the bride was not of enough importance in 
those early times for her name to apy Meat 
in the church resords.

FUGNESS ANTEY IS ONE OF ENGUAND'S

Cinly fiteen miles bw rail southwest of 
Grange isan even finer ecclesiastical treqs- 
tre than Cartmel—the rose-red rum of 
Furness Alibey (see Color Plate RI). 

For 410 years Benedictine and Cister- 
clin morks successively had kept a light 
horning on the high altar at Pirness: then 
Henry VIL ordered the abbey suppressed 
inisa7!) The great lead rout was torn off 
and melted into saws with Henry's mark 
pon them, To-day the tattered! walls 
and vast arches are majestic int their deso 
lation. The abbey gvrownels, surrotiieled 
hy a wall, oncupier) Fo acres, and at one 
time there were 200 lay and choir monks 
in attendance. The building wae ¢rts- 
structed of red sandstone, quarried only a 
few hundred feet away, At the height of 
ther power the ablwes of Pirrness held 
feudal sway over a princely domain, 

Among the relics found in the infirmary 
Chapel is the only effigy of a Cistercian 
deacon that has heen amearthed in Great 
Britain, and among its companion fieures 
of special interest to antiyuartans are two 
ancient military effigies lying on their sites 
and copped with flot-topped helmets. 

At the time af our visit the abbey had 
as its caretaker one of the most engaging 
characters in the whole profession of eccle- 
siastical guiles. His pride in his ruins has 
hecome a passin, and the sugeestion that 
came other abbey — Tintern, Melrose, 
Fountains, or what not—might have some 
points of superton excellence is construed 
isa personal aifront.

As tt happened, the choice had fallen to 
a tro native of America, the white-hemled 
or “bald eagle,""* which ranges over nearly 
the whole of the North American Conti- 
nent. From that day the effigy of the 
American eagle, “displayed.” or with 
wings “and feet extended, became the 
official Inge af sovercignty of the United 
States, and it was immerdianely cut in 
lirass, to be used ag a seal and for a na- 
tional coat of arr. 

The golden eagle, the only other mem- 
ber of the family. known to enter our 
borders, if a more cosmopalitan species, 
reaching in its warderings nearly every 
part of the Northern Hemisphere.

Tt all 
depends upon the acqnired or momentary 
balance between caution and fear, as cic 
tater by experience, or upon the resultant 
of their inherited and acquired powers. 

The eagle offers a large target, whether 
pon its evtie or in the air, and in settled 
communities, where tts wits must be con- 
stantly pitted against those of man, cir- 


They foreet that behavior 
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comspection becomes the rule of life andl 
caption the price of liberty. 

"Trusting its yoUNE to thie irinecesst bility 
of their nest, tt usually keeps at a sale 
distance whenever this is approached, for 
tt has learned its lessons from hitter ex- 
perience; hit, should the engle’s evrie be 
placed low or m more remote and wilder 
regions, the marauder will do well to wath 
his steps or heimay meet with the surprise 
of hus life: for, like the she bear, the. eagle 


can and often will defen] its young, and 


im attack it is a swiftand formidable ad- 
versary, 

Fear is an instinct which Nature has 
hestowid rather freely for the protectiqn 
Of the individual and the preaervation of 
the race, batit has to struggle with other 
instincts, anid the timoreis may suddenly 
become bold onder the spur of a stronper 
rypulse, Even the timid hare Has heen 
known to rise to the occasion and boldly 
defend its young.

In it his eaglets spene 
the first ten weeks of their life—from 
mid-April until early July, upon the south- 
ern shore af Lake Erie—and it is the oc-

In an mstant ome of the engics was in 
the arr and made posthaste for the evrie, 
emirced it, and then reconmertered the 
neighberhood, while at the same moment 
the bozcards, having suddenly Jest ther 
interest 1 the nest and its contents, began 
to rive and circled ever higher and higher, 
wnitil, at a safe distance of a mile or more 
from the earth, we coold see them veer 
and move off tothe east,

CORTUNTS OF GREAT EVRIK AWE MEVEALED 


The tragedies of living Nature are un- 
ceasing, but it is an exceedingly ill wind 
thar toes not offer the observer scme 
crumbs of information hy way of recom- 
pense, Wheti the male eagle was wan- 
tonly dalled, in November, 1924, we had 
the oppertinty to test the rule, foul qo 
hold good for certain apecits, 
bereft bird, if a female, p woes in search uf 
a mate; but if a male, waits fora pos 
sible mate to come to him.

In conducting the shifts a rather definite 


formula was observed, The sitting bird 
would give a sharp chitter when wishing 
to be relieved; the mate, if within hearing, 
came to the evrie, moved up close, and the 
exchange was quickly made, Li the eggs 
were left for only the shortest time, they 
were carefully covered with a great «quinn 
tity of grass. stubble, and other convenient 
nest material, and the scrupiatcitis covery 
he tincovering process woul sometimes 
last from five to ten minutes: 
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Those eagles never appeared to mind 
wir tower in the lenst, lt at first the tent 
aroused their suspicions. They seemer] 
to know perfectly well whether both or 
only one af the observers hiael left it, but 
alter a few days our comitys and goines 
jaive them little or noe corneern, and they 
would turn their hacks to the tent and 
feed their young for half an hour with 
perfect comiposiire (see pages O414045)- 

When our observitions from the tower 
had become systematized and we were be- 
ginming to take motion pictures, on the 
evening Of May 08 a fatal storm. broke 
again, andl once more our plans and those 
of the taghés were summiurily shattered. 
The test crashed to the ground, and the 
three caglets, then grown to more than 
hilt them full size, lay lteless aml the 
ring, At shghtly over four weeks of age 
they had a wing spread of 43,5,.3q, and 34 
mehes, respectively, and their correspond- 
ing weights were 8 pounds 2 outtces, 6

FEMALES LARGE AND HEAVOH THAN 
MALES 


Mr. A. B. Fuller, of the Cleveland Ma- 
scom of Natural History, who prepared 
the skins of these hitds, found that the two 
smaller were males, while the liter anil 
heavier wis a female, This is possibly a 
sgmhcant fact.sinice the adult femaleeagle 
ts known to arpass the adult male very 
considerably, both m size and weight. 

After exanmning the broken top of the 
eagles’ tree, which still bore green fotinge,
